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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


UNITED STATES Opens New Market Opportunity. For the first time in 
several years, the United States has a market opportunity for wheat and barley 
sales to Bulgaria. Recently USDA offered Bulgaria 150,000 tons of wheat and 
150,000 tons of barley under the Export Enhancement Program (EEP). Bulgaria's 
import potential for wheat and coarse grains totals some 1.5 million tons for 
1987/88 due to reduced crop yields. However, U.S. exports face stiff competi- 
tion from the European Community (EC) which has a high export subsidy and a 
transportation cost advantage. The most recent shipment of U.S. wheat and 
barley to Bulgaria occurred in 1980/81 (1,000 tons) and 1984/85 (60,000 tons), 
respectively.

THAILAND To Export Less Sorghum in 1987/88. Thailand's exportable 
supplies of sorghum are expected to drop sharply as a result of increased 
domestic use and drought-reduced production prospects, according to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Bangkok. Short supplies and rising domestie: prices of 
corn and broken rice are causing feeders to shift to sorghum. Thailand's 
sorghum exports in recent years have averaged 250,000 tons annually ¢ Since 
the bulk of Thailand's sorghum has been shipped to Taiwan in recent years 5= 
there may be additional opportunities for U.S. sorghum to Taiwan. 1 ¥ i 
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USSR Emerges as Major Importer of U.S. Soybean Meal. n xadent 
buying activity, the Soviet Union purchased 1.3 million tons of rh S35: Soybean 
meal and 800,000 metric tons of U.S. soybeans for delivery during the’ 1987/88 
marketing year. According to USDA Export Sales Reports, the United States 
last exported soybean meal to the USSR in 1978/79--27,000 tons. An additional 
400,000 tons of meal was sold in 1979/80, but shipment was prevented by the 
U.S. embargo. The recent purchase represents half of the current estimated 
Soviet meal imports for 1987/88. While the Soviets have been erratic 
importers of U.S. soybeans, the 800,000-metric-ton purchase represents half of 
the current estimated Soviet soybean imports for 1987/88 and is a promising 
beginning for U.S. soybean farmers.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Temporarily Delays Hormone Ban. The European 
Community's Agricultural Council approved a measure that temporarily allows 
both intra-EC trade and EC imports from third countries of meat from animals 
treated with growth-promoting hormones, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor to the EC. Although not seen as a solution to the issue of the 
proposed ban, the action does allow trade to continue while a long-term 
compromise is found. 


TOBACCO 


WORLD Tobacco Production Estimate Lowered. World total 
unmanufactured tobacco production for 1987 is estimated at 6.5 million tons 
(farm sales weight basis), virtually unchanged from the June estimate (WR 
22-87), but up 7 percent from the revised 1986 crop of 6.0 million. The crop 
in China, by far the world's largest producer, remains nearly unchanged from 
the June estimate at 2.1 million tons, but is up 25 percent from the 1986 
harvest of 1.7 million. In the United States, production is estimated at 
558,000 tons, down 10 percent from June due to lower than expected yields. 
U.S. production in 1986 totaled 527,418 tons. Other notable changes since 
June include reduced prospects in Yugoslavia, Malaysia and the Republic of 
Korea and increased prospects in Brazil and the Philippines. 


World flue-cured tobacco in 1987 is estimated at 3.4 million tons, 
down marginally from the June estimate, but up 15 percent from the reduced 
1986 crop of 3.0 million. Estimated output was reduced moderately in a number 
of countries including the United States, Brazil, the Republic of Korea, 
Malaysia and Yugoslavia. 


The 1987 world burley crop is estimated at 637,640 tons, virtually 
unchanged from the June forecast, but up 6 percent from a year ago. Output in 
the United States, the world's largest producer, is estimated at 209,287 
tons. The revised U.S. estimate is 4 percent below the June forecast despite 
an increase in estimated area because yields were below expectations. U.S. 
production in 1986 totaled only 185,032 tons. Elsewhere, increased estimates 
for Brazil, Chile and the Philippines resulted from larger harvested area 
estimates, while Chinese yields benefited from more than normal summer 
rainfall. In the Republic of Korea and Yugoslavia, harvested area was below 
expectations. 


World oriental tobacco production is estimated at 927,818 tons, 1 
percent below the June forecast of 934,580 tons and 2 percent below the 1986 
crop. Nearly all the reduction was in Yugoslavia where dry weather at 
planting time persisted into the summer, reducing the harvested area. 


World dark air/sun-cured tobacco production in 1987 is currently 
estimated at 1.1 million tons, marginally below the June forecast but slightly 
above that of a year ago. A small reduction in the Brazilian crop accounts 
for the reduction from June.

FRUITS 


ISRAELI Citrus Production Forecast Lower. Israel's 1987/88 citrus 
production is forecast at 1.352 million tons, according to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Athens. This is 7 percent below the revised 1986/87 
output of 1.453 million tons and about 5 percent below the USDA forecast for 
1987/88 published last month (WR 46-87). Production estimates in thousands of 
tons for 1987/88 by type of fruit with 1986/87 data in parentheses are as 
follows: oranges, 770 (861); tangerines, 130 (132); lemons, 60 (63); 
grapefruit, 380 (385); and other citrus, 12 (12).
